Editor of the Coronation 
Review Found Bead on the 
Prairie 


B.. W. Harris, editor of the Corcena 
tion Review, was found dead on tho 
prafrie three miles cast of Corona- 
tion on Tuesday afternoon alter a 
three days search by the citizsns of 


the town. 

Mr. Harris, who had been svffering 
for some time from a severe attack 
of grippe, left his boarding perce cn 
‘Sunday morning about 11“, anc 
lwas not seen again until his body 
was found at 4 o’elock cn ‘Tucsaay 
afternoon frozen and etaxposed to the 
rigors of the recent severe weather. 
On Saturday night it was noticed 
ithat the deceased was sullering men- 
as physically and a 
member of the K.N.W.M. Police offer- 
ed to stay with him until morning. 
At Y o'clock on Sunday morning the 
policeman Icft his patient asleep and 
lwent to the barracks to rest. 

At 11.30 Mr. Harris came down 
stairs in his boarding place, dressed 
in ga sheep lined coat, and wearing 
cap and gloves. In answer to a ques: 
tion as to where he was going, ha 
stated that he was going into the 
yard; as he did not return in a res- 
sonable time, the police and doctor 
were notified, but

OF AGRICULTURE TO ASSO- 
GIATIONG- 


In the Purchase of Horses, 
Cattle, Sheep or Swine for 
Breeding Purposes. 


Owing to the heavy drain upon the 
live stock of the various warring 
countries of Europe, they have been 
forced-to go abroad for supplies. 
The longer the war lasts the greater 
will be this demand. Moreover, when 
peace is restored, these countries 
will require large numbers of tho 
‘various classes of animals to replen- 
ish their studs, herds and flocks. It 
should be borne in nmyind, however, 
that the buyers, who come to this 
country after the war, will require 
‘better animals than have ‘been 
bought during war time, as they will 
‘be used largely for breeding purposes 
With this end in view, the best of 
'the females and _ particularly the 
young stock should be kept for breed 
ing purposes. Breeders should not 
fail to raise all the live stock possi- 
ble at this time, in order that the 
country may be able to supply a 
large nun-ber of the animals that are 
ertain to be needed by the warring 
ountries. At present, however, there 
is an unequal distribution of live 
stock in the country. In certain sec- 
tions there is a heavy surplus, with 
a corresponding scarcity in other 
parts. During the past year hundreds 
of young cattle from our Prairie Pro 
vinees have gone to the United States 
as stockers and feeders. These should 
have been kept at home, particularly 
the femules. Sections of the West are 
reported as being in need of good 
draft horses, particularly dra.t mareg 
while, in sections of Ontario, there is 
this particular 


an over supply of 
class. 

In order to renvedy these conditions 
ithe Minister of Agriculture, through 
the Live Stock Branch, has decided 
ito grant liberal aid to breeders who 
wish to secure good breeding stock. 
The conditions under which aid will 
‘be given are as follows: 

In the event of a number of farm- 
ers in any district of Canada wish- 
‘ing co cu-operate for thepurchase of 
‘breeding stock in carload lots front 
‘some distant section of the country, 
‘the Department will pay the Uavei- 
ting expenses of their duly appointed 
representative during the time  re- 
quired to effect the purchase and 
transport the shipment to its destin- 
ation. 

Should it be desired, the Live 
Stock Commissioner will nominate a 
suitable person who will be directed 
tu accompany this representative anid 
lassist him as far as possible in ‘buy- 
ling and chipping the animals. 

Persons wishing to take advantage 
of this offer should make full arrangg 
ments with the Live Stock Comumiis- 
sioner as to place and time of pur- 
chase before sending out their repre- 
jsentative.

MANY NEW CANADIAN 
INDUSTRIES LAUNCHED 


Industrial Leaders Tryfhg Their Hand 
In Many New Fields as a Result of 
War—Not Confined to Munitions 


The variety of the munitions of war 
which are being produced in the fac- 
tories of Canada form a striking tri- 
bute to the enterprise and energy of 
our manufacturers. Scores of com- 
panies are engaged in making shells, 
in many cases after remodelling, en- 
larging or building plants. For this 
work much new machinery was need- 
ed of a type which had not been pre- 
viously manufactured in this country, 
and which is now being successfully 
made in great quantities. A number 
of firms are making cartridge cases, 
others are making shell machining 
saws, shell finishing equipment, shell 
baking varnish. At least eight firms are 
busy making cordite, T.N.T. and oth- 
er explosives. Several firms are mak- 
ing bayonets, others are turning out 
bits, spurs, saddle arches and trees, 
saddlery and harness for cavalry. All 
kinds of military packing boxes and 
ammunition boxes are being produc- 
ed. Great orders are being executed 
for mess tins, travelling kitchens and 
cooking utensils. Many firms are 
making small arms ammunition and 
scores are busy on such articles as 
bags, cloth, knitted goods, sheep-lin- 
ed coats and wagons. The chemical 
companies are very busy supplying 
articles needed for the medical corps 
and ammunition makers. 

But it not only in producing war 
Punitions that Canadian manufactur- 
ers have made progress since the out-

which were previously imported could 
not be had; and, consequently, our 
manufacturers turned their attention 
to the possibility of substituting Can- 
adian-made articles for those which 
had been bought abroad. 

A third field in which Canadian 
manufacturers have made progress is 
in increasing the production of goods 
used mainly for regular industrial 
purposes which have been manufac- 
tured in Canada for some years. 

The above shows that Canadian 
manufacturers are doing their best to 
regain the ground lost during the de- 
pression which followed the boom of 
1910-11-12 by adapting their industrial 
equipment to meet changed condi- 
tions. Our national manufacturing 
plant was  over-specialized on con- 
struction work. When railroad, town 
and other building operations came 
to a standstill manufacturers suffer- 
ed; but it is gratifying to notice that 
the whole system is being readjusted 
to obtain new business in place of 
that which has been lost. 

There is every reason for the be- 
lief that Canada’s industrial develop- 
ment will not meet with any serious 
reverses when peace is declared, but 
having established itself on a solid 
foundation during the period of stress, 
through which we are passing, will be 
in a position to develop, conservative- 
ly perhaps, but none the less substan- 
tially during the years immediately 
following the war. It is presupposed 
that no serious alteration of Canada’s 
trade policy, providing as it does 
reasonable encouragement for Cana- 
dian manufacturing enterprises, will 
be made. After the war United States 
will probably be the leading commer- 
cial, industrial and financial nation 
of the world, and to expose Canadian 
industries to the attacks of the high- 
ly specialized industries of our great 
neighbor under terms less advanta- 
geous to Canada than those we en- 
joy to-day is hardly to be expected. 


THE ARGUMENT 
IN A NUTSHELL 


“Made-in-Canada” Idea in Gondensed 
Form—A Simple but Convincing 
Statement 


A writer in the University Magazine 
for April attacks the “Made-in-Canada” 
movement in somewhat vigorous fash- 
jon. After commenting on the selfish- 
ness of those who are responsible for 
it he delves into some economic argu- 
ments, maintaining that if a -country 
does not buy it cannot sell, and that 
goods are exchanged for goods. There 
is a certain measure of truth in the 
latter statement, but the “Made-in- 
Canada” argument does not deny this. 
It is a practical policy, dictated by 
motives of enlightened self-interest, 
based on the theory that what is good 
for Canada and Canadians must, in the 
long run, be ,ood for the British Em- 
pire, of which we form a part. The 
“Made-in-Canada” argument is simply 
this: 

Canada is a young country, which, 
although it has one of the most moder- 
ate protective tariffs in the world, has 
built up a great national industrial sys- 
tem. For a couple of years the output 
of this plant las decreased because 
the demand for manufactured goods 
has fallen off, with the result that 
Miny workers are out of em- 
ployment und a great quantity of un- 
sold goods is stored in warehouses. 
Yet we are buying hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars worth of manufactur. 
ed goods abroad. Those who advo- 
cate the “Made-in-Canada” policy say 
to Canadian buyers: ‘Before you pur- 
chase an imported article see if you 
can find a similar Canadian article 
which would suit you. You will prob- 
ably find {it and you will find prob- 
ably, too, that the quality and price 
compare favorably with the quality 
and price of the imported article.

Alberta Telephone System 


The general telephone system in the 
Province of Alberta is owned and op 
erated by the Provincial Government 
' According to the last annual report 
the government now owns and op- 
erates 165 telephone exchanges with 
27,514 subseribers’s stations, there 
' being 18,192 exchange and 9,222 rural 
_telephones. During the hast yearly 
‘period there was an increase of 1,565 
rural subscribers. 

aside from the go\ernmcnt sys- 
tem there is a municipal system own- 
ed by the City of Edmonton with 
&,650 subscribers, and a private ex- 
change at Red Deer with over 500 
subscribers, so that over 36,000 
homes and business places in Alberta 
are enjoying telephone service. 

The government long distance lines 
comprise 16.112 miles of wire on 
3,845 mites of poles. Five hundred 
and fifty cities, towns, villages and 
communities in the province are now 
served by the government. system, 
which also connects with the Saska- 
tehewan Government system in ths 
adjoining province of Saskatchewan 
and with 35 points in the other neigh 
boring province of British Columiia. 
The rural lines system comprises 2 ,- 
722 miles of wire or 8,345 miles of 
poles.
